Grand Admiral Says Fleet 
Cannot Afford Battle

LAUDS SPIRIT OF MEN. 


BERLIN, Feb. 7.~Grand Admiral von 
Koester, president of the German Navy 
league, in an address at Kiel univer- 
sity today, discussed the considerations 
governing the part that is to be played 
by the German navy in the present war. 
He declared that the relative strength 
of the German fleet compared to the An- 
glo-French-Russian fleet is perhaps one 
to four. The British, he added, perhaps

highly that they had said to themselves,

vorable for us.“ 


German Spirit Is Better, 
Another possibility, Admiral von Koes- 
ter declared, was that the British have 
a higher regard for the Gsrman fleet than 
Nelson had for the French or the Span- 
ish. That the offensive spirit of the 
Germans is greater than that of the Brit- 
ish, the admiral continued, can justly be 
assumed when one recalis that the Ger- 
mans took an offensive against England’s 
east coast, whereas the English have not 
dared to approach the German coast. 
“We are full of the firmest confi- 
dence in our fleet,” said Admiral von 
Koester, “but we know that a sea bat- 
tle means death or victory, and that a 
destroyed fleet cannot be replaced in 
the course of the war, even if it lasts 
for years. We must, therefore, under 
all conditions, be cautious in our proce- 
dure and allow ourselves to be incited 


to no deed which might eventuate in our 
defeat.” 


Defeat Would Peril 

For what would be the situation if a 
wea battle took place tomorrow in which 
each one of our ships took a hostile ship 
to the bottom with it, and perhaps some 
others? Then we should be without a 
fleet and England could proceed gradu- 
ally in ite attacks against our coasts. 
And you can be sure after the conduct of 
England in our colonies that no city 
would be spared.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—Pians which 
President Wilson may have looking to 
the eventual termination of the European 
war were the subject of much specula- 
tion among foreign diplomats today, as 
a result of the arrival in London of Col. 
E. M. House, intimate friend of the preal- 
dent, on a tour of the capitals of Burope. 

At the White House it was stated that 
Mr. House was not authorized to carry 
om any negotiations for peace while in 
Europe, though the president naturally 
expected to learn much of interest. 

Many diplomats were inclined to be- 
lieve that the report of Col. House might 
¢ instrumental eventually in developing 
unofficially an understanding of the con- 
ditions under which the belligerents 
would make peace. He is on intimate 
terms with some of the principal for- 
eign secretaries of Europe, and most of 
the American ambassadors in Burope 
were his close associates before their re- 
spective appointments to foreign posta. 

Col. House bears a letter, saying he 
is the personal and unofficial representa-' 
tive of President Wilson, so that Amer- 
icans in charge of various branches of 
relief work will not hesitate to discuss 
their plans and coéperate with him freely.

Attention has been called to the unexpected re- 
sult of the law of 1912 providing for the payment of 
_ @ salary to state’s attorneys in lieu of fees. In 
most counties this has resulted in a gain to the 
 officia) and a leas to the county because the fees are 
less than the salary fixed.

EXPORTS STILL LARGE. 


The .fear of political complications 
abroad that would check the free move- 
ment of wheat from this country to Euro- 
pean countries put a damper on wheat 
operations the latter part of last week.

record proportions. 


Usually there is a big demand for corn 
for shipment east at the opening of navi- 
gation, which takes care of the bulk of 
supplies here. However, if stocks at 
Chicago continue to increase for a few 
weeks longer the problem of disposing 
of the stocks of winter shelled corn will 
be a serious one. Much will depend on 


the dimensions of the export demand.

Receipts of corn at Chicago have 
showed a big reduction the last week, and 
country offerings as a rule have been re- 
ported light.
